Profits Not Sufficient to 
Make Him Eligible for As-

Collector of Internal Revenue 
Louis J. Becker yesterday filed in 
Federal court a tax lien for $7500 
against the estate of Carmelo Fre- 
sina, also known as Charles Freese, 
Sicilian gangster who was shot to 
death near Edwardsville on the 
night of April 20 last. The lien 
covers taxes and penalties for in- 
come tax for 1927, not reported by 
Fresina, 

Collector Becker said Fresina’s 
widow, who lives at 2716 Semple 
avenue, and three companies in 
which Fresina held insurance pol- 


icles naming her. as’ beneficiary, 
had been notified of the lien. The 
collector said he expected to levy 
on the insurance fund for coliec- 
tion. The value of the three pol- 
icies was not disclosed. 

The lien resulted from an inves- 
tigation of Fresina’s finances and 
banking methods instituted prior 
to his death. Agents of the Intel- 
ligence Unit of the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau reported to the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue at 
Washington that they found bank 
deposits for 1927 amounting to 
$43,900 in the names of Carmelo 
and Louisa Fresina and that these 
were traced to the gangster, who 
was notorious as a bootlegger, ex- 
tortionist and killer. 

The lien represents tax due and 
penalties for failure to make @ re- 
turn on the amount of income de- 
termined” by the investigators tv 
have beeh made by the gangster in 
that year. 

While Fresina made no return 
on his income in 1927 he did make 
returns in 1928, 1929 and 1930. 
The investigators are not satisfied, 
however, that the returns made in 
those years are correct and they 
expect to continue the investiga- 
tion to determine whether there is 
anything due the government from 


the gangster’s estate for those 
years. 

Fresina, suspected in a half 
dozea or more murders, was to 


have begun a six-year sentence in 
Federal penitentiary at Leaven- 
worth within a few weeks, when 
he was slain. He had been sen- 
tenced by Federal Judge Faris for 
an assault on Federal prohibition 
agents, on whom he fired with a 
shotgun while they were conduct- 
ing a raid of his Semple avenue 
home. He appealed the conviction, 
but it was affirmed: by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals.

EINSTEIN ADMITS 
THEORY IS SUBJECT 
TOCORRECTION STILL 


‘Astronomer, Who Showed Ap- 
parent Error, Awaits Further’ 
oe 


By the dhaneabeaad Press. 
BERLIN, June 13.—It took two 


years for German scientists, after 
observing the solar eclipse in Suma- 
tra in 1929, to prove that Dr. Al- 
bert Einstein erred by about half 
@ second of an arc in the estimates 
on which’ his theory of relativity 
is based. It took only two minutes 


today, however, for Prof. Einstein 
to remark, philosophically, that if 
the facts disproved the theory the 
theory must be changed. 

Only last night the scientific 
world learned the Einstein theory 
had received a slight jolt when 
Prof. Fruendlich, the astronomer, 
and other members of the German 
Sumatra expedition observed the 
eclipse of the sun of May 9, 1929, 
with two telescopes. The time 
since then has been occupied in 
the examination of more than 100,- 
000 photographic plates. | 

These plates, however, represent 
only the observations of one of the 
two telescopes, so that Prof. 
Freundlich insists the . relativity 
theory, as such, still stafids because 
there is a guess &as to what cor- 
rection of either Einstein or 
Freundlich is yet in store when the 
remaining plates are examined.

New York Police to ‘Hunt 
in Starr Faithfull’s Home 


of Her Death. 


QUESTION SISTER 
FOR THREE HOURS 


“Had Date With Nice 
Man” Shortly Before Dis- 
appearance, 
Quotes Her As Saying. 


By the Associated Press. 
MINEOLA, N. Y., June 13. — 


Nassau County officials questioned 
Tucker Faithfull, sister of Starr 
Faithfull, for three hours late to- 
day in an effort to shed new light 
on the death of the 25-year-old 
Greenwich Village beauty found 


dead in the surf at Long Beath, 
last Monday. 

At the end of the conference, 
which was secret, Police Inspector 
Harold King said their talk had 
been about Starr's men friends, her 
diary—on the possibility that thery 
had been a later volume than one 
discovered in the family’s apart- 
ment—and Tucker’s own where- 
abouts from last Friday until her 
sister's body was found. 

He said littlé progress 
been made toward clearing the 
mystery He indicated he felt 
there was not much in Starr's 
diary to provide a motive for mur- 
der. 

“The diary was evidently begun 
in 1927 and ends at about the be- 
gitining of 1930,” King said. “It 
adds little to maverial already in 
hand. If there was a second diary, 
which seems likely inasmuch as 
Starr was rather diligent about 
keeping the first one, we may dir- 
cover it tomorrow when detectives 
will search the Faithfull home 
thoroughly.” 

Coat Found Not Woman’s. 

Inspector King said his search- 
ers had found a coat today, almost 
fitting the description of that worn 
by Starr when she vanished last 
Friday, but that it “obviously was 
not hers’”—this latter statement 
bearing upon an unrevealed tele- 
gram found in one of the pock- 
ets. 

The income of the family of 
Stanley E.-Faithfull, father of the 
dead girl, was scrutinized today. 
The Inspector @#fid he had traced 
the father’s connections back to 
prewar days when+he was with u 
Boston chemical concern. Faithe 
full still has an income, King said, 
but the father was “hazy about the 
details’’ of it.

Why Administration Rejects 
$3,000,000,000 Bond Issue Idea 
And Great Public Works Program 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 13. 


Following is an authoritative statement of the administration's 
analysis of the suggestion for a huge bond issue to carry out a 
great public works program,.and the specific reasons for rejecting 


would require the migration of 
large numbers of workers from 
their homes. 


The administration holds 
that it has already expanded 
public works as much as con- 
scientious management will 
permit. It estimates that these 
works are now costing at the 
rate of $700,000,000 a year, 
or nearly $500,000,000 more 
than the rate before the de- 
pression. This $700,000,000 
includes not only the expendi- 
tures on roads, public build- 
ings and river improvement, 
but also those on naval ves- 
sels, subsidized merchant ma- 
rine construction, aircraft, and 
army and navy housing. In 
the whole period of the depres- 
sion, it is estimated that the 
Federal Government and the 
states will have expended for 
all classes of public works $2,- 
000,000,000 more than they 
would have spent under nor- 
mal conditions. It is _ esti- 
mated that this acceleration of 
public works by the states and 
and the nation has given em- 
ployment to 1,000,000 persons, 
and grave doubt is expressed 
whether any larger segment of 
the population could be re-- 
moved and employed. 


The point is stressed by op- 
ponents of a great bond issue 
that the preparation for large 
engineering works requires at 
least 12 months. Sites must 
be chosen, studies and draw- 
ings made, bids invited and 
contracts awarded. In the 
case of public buildings, the 
delay is likely to be made even 
longer by negotiations over 
sites. The public works pro- 
gram _ started in December, 
1929, after the crash, is just 
now, 18 months later, getting 
well under way.

Gregorio Aglipay, Once Fellow Reb- 
el With Aguinaldo, to Speak 
in Church Today. 
Archbishop Gregorio Aglipay, 
founder and head of the Inde- 
pendent Church of the Philippines 
and at one time an outstanding 
insurgent in the islands, arrived in 
St. Louis last night on a tour of 
America under the direction of the 
American Unitarian Assocjation. 
He “will speak at 11 o'clock this 
morning at the Church of the Mes- 
siah, Union boulevard and Enright 
avenue, and will attend a rgecep- 
tion at the Church of the Unity, 
5015 Waterman avenue, at 5 
o’clock this afternoon.

Reciever Be Appointed, 
Claiming $2975 Due Him 


Two hearings will be held this 
week into the affairs of Franklin 
Lamb & Co., a Kansas City brok- 
erage house, with a branch here 
in the Central National Bank Build- 
ing, which is accused of violating 
the State security laws. 

The first hearing is set 
Wednesday before .Circuit Judge 
Hartman, on an order to show 


cause why a receiver should not be 
appointed for the company, as asked 
in a suit filed yesterday by a cus- 
tomer. The second is set for 
Thursday at Jefferson City, before 
State Securities Commissioner 
Stockard, who on Friday suspended 
the company’s license to sell secur- 
ities. He will determine whether 
to make his order permanent. Suit 
also was filed against the company 
in Kansas City yesterday by a cus- 
tomer living in Salisbury, Mo. 

K. N. Salyer of Jeff,’ Ky., who 
has dealt with the company by 
long-distance telephone since last 
March, is the plaintiff in the re- 
ceivership suit. He alleges he has 
$2975 due him from the company 
as a result of his transactions, and 
that the company has been using 
for other purposes his money and 
that of other patrons, remitted for 
purchase of securities. Many other 
clients haye been unable to collect 
from the firm, he averred. 

In carrying on its business prin- 
cipally by long-distance telephone, 
the suit asserted, the company's 
daily expenses have been $700 to 
$800 and there have been daily 
losses. The suit said the company 
was incorporated for $50,000 in 
Washington State, but that most of 
its assets are here. Judge *‘Hart- 
mann issued a restraining order 
prohibiting the company’s officers 
from removing any of its assets, in 
response to a request in Salyer’s 
suit. 


for 


Numerous Complaints. 

Commissioner Stockard explained 
that he suspended the company’s li- 
cense because of complaints that it 
had failed to deliver securities 
bought by customers, that it was 
selling securities which it-did not 
have on hand to deliver, and that it 
was selling securities for which 
registration permits had been re- 
fused: Stockard’s order declared 
that the company’s operations in- 
diceted it had been violating the 
bu ket shop law. 

Investigators sent by Stockard 
recently to examine the books at 
the company’s Kansas City head- 
quarters were pnable to get access 
to the records, the Commissioner 
related. He said complaints about 
the concern had come from Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Illinois, Texas, Ok- 
lahoma and other states. 

“The Better Business Bureau has 
been watching Franklin Lamb & 
Co. for some time,” said Dwight 
lL. Holmes, financial manager of 
the bureau. ‘‘The company closed 
its Denver office about two years 
ago, following complaints similar 
to those made here. It has an of- 
fice in Seattle, Wash., and there 
have been complaints against ~it 
there. The day it opened its St. 
Louis office early this year it sent 
the bureau a $100 check for mem- 
bership, which was promptly re- 
turned to it. 

$15,000 to $18,000 Involved. 

“This is the only brokerage 
house here known,to us to have 
been confining its operations to the 
long-distance telephone. We have 
had perhaps 35 to 40 inquiries 
about it. from which arose eight 
or 10 specific complaints that cus- 
tomers had been unable to get de- 
livery of securitics, although they 
had paid in full. Possibly $15,000 
or $18.000 was involved in these 
com piaints. 

“We would send each complain- 
ant to the company’s office; with a 
representative of the bureau, and 
file a letter demanding details 
about transactions, in accordance 
with the bucketing law, which pro- 
vides that failure to answer is 
prima facie evidence of violation of 
the bucketing law. No answers 
were received. We have sent infor- 
mation concerning the company to 
Commissioner Stockard.” |

On the termination of the wid- 
ow’s trust, two-fifths are to be 
given the son and one-fifth to the 
daughter. ‘The executors of the 
estate are permitted to lend up to 
$500,000 to the son for use in busi- 
ness or partnership. 

Distributions from the widow’s 
trust may be made at any time, 
with the written consent of the 
widow, to the. two children.

ADJOURN TOMORROW 


Cost of 160 Day Session 
$640,000, Exclusive of 
Brunk Trial. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post- 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 13.— 
The 1931 Legislature will adjourn 
sine die at noon Monday, after 
a session lasting 160 days. Actual 
legislative work was concluded last 
May 2, but the session was pro- 
longed by the impeachment trial of 
State Treasurer Larry Brunk, 
which began on May 18 before the 
Senate and concluded yesterday 
with an acquittal of Brunk. 

Cost of the session will be ap- 
proximately $640,009 exclusive of 
some of the expenses of the Brunk 
trial which were provided for un- 
der a separate appropriation. The 
appropriations of the House and 
Senate for per diem of members 
and contingent expenses totaled 
$640,000. 

Virtually all of this has been 
expended and bills not yet paid 
will about exhaust the total appro- 
priation. 

Bills passed by the Legislature 
and approved by the Governor will 
become effective as laws on Sept. 
13, under the constitutional provi- 
sion that such measures shall be- 
come effective 90 days after final 
adjournment of the Legislature. 
An exception is appropriation 
bills carrying emergency clauses, 
which become effective as soon as 
signed by the Governor. 

The session began on Jan. 7. 
Regular legislative work continued 
until May 2, when the House took 
a recess, with the consent of the 
Senate, until June 1, to enable the 
Senate to try the Brunk case. The 
Senate recessed from day to day 
until May 18, to enable the House 
impeachment managers and Brunk’s 
counsel to prepare for the trial, 
which began May 18. 

The House reconvened June I, 
but remained in session for three 
days, long enough to appropriate 
an additional $65,000 for expenses 
of the House and to expunge from 
its journal the entries showing final 
passage of two bills which, an in- 
vestigation developed. had not been 
regularly passed. The House has 
been recessing from day to day. 
since June 3.

First of Series for Entire Con- 
cil at Michael School 
Wednesday. 


The first of a series of three 
special Boy Scout boards of review, 
to be conducted by the 8t.

FDOUARD HERRIOT, now 59 

years old, was chosen leader by 
the French Radicals in 1919 when/| 
he was merely a Deputy.

It is really a feat of suppleness 
to hold so many strings in one 
hand without getting them entan- 
gled. New horizons are opening 
in front of Europe. Germany and 
Austria need have no fear to ex- 
press their desires; those . who 
fought most fiercely their project 
of annexation will be the first to 
try to find a solution to their dif- 
ficulties. We ask nothing better 
than to co-operate with these two 
Powers, but in a way that shall be 
agreeable to_the world at large, 
or at least to Europe. 

In view of the very great services 

which he has rendered to the cauge 
of peace, we cannot permit Briand 
to carry out the intention to retire 
which he announced at Geneva, The 
people of France were greatly af- 
fected by the words so full of feel- 
ing pronounced by Henderson; I 
wish once more to express my 
gratitude to him. Briand is need- 
ed at the next disarmament con- 
ference, which should prove to be a 
natural sequence to the progress al- 
ready made in arbitration. 
In retiring, Briand would violate 
the Constitution; a Minister can- 
not resign unti] there is a major- 
ity vote in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties against him. Gaston Dou- 
mergue has always upheld this con- 
stitutional article and there is ev- 
ery reason to believe that he will 
continue to uphold it. Normally. 
should Briand withdraw, it would 
be necessary for the entire Cabinet 
to resign. 


Liked by the Masses. 


' But more important than the 
legal aspect of the case is its sym- 
bolic aspect. Recent events have 
made the masses look upon Briand 
as the Apostle of Peace; to make 
him appear as a martyr might have 
very grave consequences. The re- 
ception Paris accorded to him on 
the night of the twenty-second of | 
May showed how exactly the love 
of the French people of reconcilia- 
tion’ and peace coincide with his. 
This fact should cause Briand’s po- 
litical adversaries t6 reflect; in 
both houses of Parliament he will 
obtain as large majorities as he 
wishes. He has the sympathy and 
the confidence of the diplomatic 
corps. The classes and the masses 
are with him; he has won the 
hearts of the whole French people. 
No other political personage can 
obtain such a prestige as Briana 
enjoys. We do not. know what the

An Even Greater Pian. 


During the period between Aug. 
t, 1932, and Aug. 31, 1933, there 
will occur a great program of con- 
certed scientific research of Arctic 
and Antarctic phenomena. Scien- 
tists of all nations whose territory 
reaches inte the polar regions will 
co-operate in a second interna- 
tional “Polar Year.’”’ At more than. 
40 stations within the Arctic Circle 
scientists plan to make daily, for 
13 months, an exhaustive series of 
observations of natural phenomena. 
Meanwhile, during some period 
of this polar year the Graf Zeppe- 
lin, with the same party of nine 
scientists aboard—trained now in 
team-work by the preliminary trip 
of 193i—will fly westward, prob- 
ably from the vicinity of, Spita- 
bergen, to Fairbanks, Alaska. This 
flying laboratory will make meteor- 
ological, magnetic and oceanogra- 
phic studies in conjunction with the 
land stations below. 

The tentative plans for this Zep- 
pelin flight this summer provide for 
departure from Friedrichshafen in 
July for its rendezvous with the 
Nautilus at\the Pole. Later North- 
ern Land, which lies off the coast 
of Siberia, will be explored. Only a 
small part of the coast has been 
seen by mam, and the extent of this 
land is unknown. though science ‘is 
very sure it is not the tip of an 
Arctic continent. 

Elements of Success. 

A greater distance will be cov- 
ered in the polar year flight, and 
the latter trip will be at a more 
leisurely pace, with side journeys 
of exploration, it is hoped, over the 
great glaciers of Greenland, for ob- 
servation of the abundance of ice- 
berg discharge and the relative dis- 
tribution in time and place of the 
icebergs and sea ice.

Menace of Ice Floes. 

Scientists will be making casts 
for specimens of sea life, releasing 
pilot balloons to study the air cur- 
rents, making astronomical obser- 
vation to determine location, etc. 
If the ice floes change ever 80 
slightly the only safety may lie in 
a rush to the submarine and.in- 
stant submersion to avoid being 
caught, or perhaps crushed like a 
tin can as wind or current driven 
ice closes the water gap.

There can be few things 
harder to heat than a submarine. 
Beyond a single steel wall is all the 
frigidity of the coldest of oceans. 
There is no insulation. 

The surrounding water “laps up” 
your heat, while your attempts at 
increasing the heat increase the 
condensation on the walls. Frozen 
in, a submarine would become a 
most undesirable residence.

$6,000,000,000 Overcharge. 
A survey condficted a few years 
ago by experts for the Federal Tar- 
iff Commission showed that, under 
the Fordney-McCumber rates, 
American producers had been en- 
abled to charge the American pub- 
lic‘ approximatély $6,000,000,000 a 
year over and above the differen- 
tial required to equalize costs of 
production here and abroad. The 
Hawley-Smoot rates, as a whole, 
are considerably higher than those 
which prevailed under the Ford- 
ney-McCumber act.

If he sells his product in, or buys 
materials from, other parts of the 
British Empire, there is another 
incentive. Canada and other do- 
minions have a “British preferen- 
tial tariff’? which is substantially 
lower than the tariff imposed on 
imports from the United States. 


Aluminum Co.’s Branch. 


More than 65 large American 
corporations already have estab- 
lished branch factories in Canada. 
Ironically enough, one of them is 
the Aluminum Co, of America, con- 
trolled by Secretary of the Treas~- 
ury Mellon and his family. Anoth- 
er is the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration, which is building a $60,000,- 
000 plant near Windsor. American 
industry already had been attracted 
to Canada by the cheap power 
furnished by the great publicly- 
owned hydroelectric system, and 
the tariff has supplied another 
strong attraction. 

These branches of American in- 
dustry are not only spending money 
for Canadian labor and Canadian 
raw material, but they are also cone- 
tributing revenue to the Dominion 
Government. The new law imposes 
a tax of 2 per cent on the net ree 
turns on all investments by persons 
who are nonresidents of Canada, 
In proposing the measure, Prime 
Minister Bennett shrewdly pointed 
out residents of the. United States 
paying this tax would he entitled te 
deduct it from their income tax at 
home, hence it would not deter 
them from making investments in 
Canada.

As a piece of retaliation against 
the country which adopted the 
Hawley-Smoot rates, Canada’s new 
tariff appears, on the whole, to 
have succeeded in a greater variety 
of ways than its authors anti@l-. - 
pated.

AM a close follower of your battle 


for game fish and am glad that you 
are advocating a non-political Fish and 
Game Department, Our present laws 
are practically all the result of log roll- 
ing and more frequently detrimental! 
than otherwise. 

Do not allow yourself to becomé ob- 
sessed with the idea that dynamiting and 
spearing fish in spawning season are de- 
pleting our streams. In 50 years of fish- 
ing Ozark streams, I have never ob- 

' served a dynamiter or results of the 
practice, or knew a fish to be speared 
on its nest. Such things occur, but are 
quite infrequent.

This decision was in no sense a justification of 
Indiana’s discrimination against chain stores. The 
quotation makes it perfectly clear that the Supreme 
Court considered that the right or wrong of Indi- 
ana’s taxation system. was not a question that the 
United States has authority to decide. The judg- 
pment of the court was a victory for the principle of 
state rights. “The use of Federal troops in the quel- 
ling of state disturbances is rare. Such/aid is fre- 
quently denied even when earnestly requested by’ the 
Goverfior of a state. It would be dangerous to the 
power of the states for it to be frequently invoked. 

We suffer greatly as a nation from problems easily 
settled by autocratic centralized governments. The 
intricacies of {nterstate commerce keep us perpetually 
in turmoil. Lack of uniformity in taxes in the vari 
ous states is a defect greatly to be deplored, as are 
also the differences in laws affecting marriage, di- 
vorce, capital punishment and the like. Our attempt 
to cope with these inequalities has led to such vicious 
Federal legislation as the Mann act, and to such com- 
plicated and ineffective legal machinery as the Sher- 
man law and the Clayton act. But the disadvantages 
of our state rights form of government are far out- 
weighed by its benefits; and the tenth amendment 
stands as a monument to the political foresight of 
that stubborn group who fought for our Bill of Rights 
until it became a part of the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States. Because of it each state becomes an ex- 


perimental district in which the wisdom of laws may

BRUNK’S ACQUITTAL 


has acquitted State Treasurer Larry Brunk of the 
grave accusations against him and permitted him to 
resume his office. It may be that the case against 
Brunk was not a perfect one but, under the circum- 
stances, it could not have been. Charges surrounding 
the $10,000 loan from Edlin and the Pierre Chouteau 
bond deal were of such a nature as to defy 100- per 
cent proof that Brunk was guilty of conspiracy, as 
alleged. The facts of the Brunk rent account at the 
Aurora bank were difficult to get at because of the 
criminal charges hanging over Adamé¢ and Easley, 
the bank's former officers with whom Brunk dealt. 

The Senate, however, was not bound by picayunish 
distinctions and hair-splitting technicalities. It could 
have taken a larger view of the evidence and argu- 
ments of what is necessary to warrant impeachment 
of a public official. On the whole, Brunk made a 
very sorry showing and the Senate should have said 
so in unmistakable terms. His record in the office 
of State Treasurer, in particular his relations with 
the Aurora bank, caused Gov. Caulfield last fall to 
take the drastic step of suspending him from office. 
As it happened, the statute under which the Gover- 
nor acted was declared unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court. The public knows Gov. Caulfield too 
well to suppose that he would have so acted toward 
a member of his own political party lightly or ma- 
liciously. Is Gov. Caulfield wrong and the Senate 
right? We refuse to believe it, and we shall con- 
tinue to refuse until such time as Brunk makes a 
better defense of himself than he did before the

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EUROPE’S TOURIST REVENUE IS CUT. 

The State Department’s report that passports issued 
in May showed a decrease of about 45 per cent from 
the total for May of last year is bad news for the 
steamship lines, whose prosperous season of tourist 
travel should now be opening. Already decreased 
traffic has resulted in cancellation of 40 'trans-Atlan- 
tic sailings, despite fare reductions. The figures also 
will be bad news for the innkeepers, guides and mer- 


chants of Europe. In 1929, according to Government | 
estimate, American tourists spent $423.123,000 on the | 
Continent, and the expenditure last year probably was 
larger. : 

Most important, hofvever, the report will be dis- 
couraging to the European Governments, for Ameri- 
can travelers’ expenditures have been an important 
“invisible” trade item which has helped them make 
their debt payments to this country. These payments 
total $952,000,000 a year; $252,000,000 on the war debts, 
which is of course merely a transfer of German rep- 
arations payments, and about $700,000,000 annually. 
to privafe security holders, which must come from 
domestic sources. Domestic budgets have been un- 
able to meet the steady drain, and payments through 
trade channels have been hampered by our high tar- 
iff. The, money spent by toyrists has afforded a 
stream of outside revenue for return to America as 
credits on the governmental and commercial debts. 

The effect of our depression in reducing foreign 
travel and thereby reacting unfavorably ‘on European 
budgets show the close economic interdependence of 
the nations. It draws fresh attention to the need 
for paring European armament expenditures to meet 
the obligations. The reduced flow of tourist gold 
means heaping more taxes on the already overbur- 
dened peoples, or taking some of the burden of war 
preparations from their backs.

At least three people 
live in every room. The eternal hunt for 
sugar, flour, soap and many other things

explained in this way: The former inhabi- 
tants, not equal to such want, disappear, 
giving way to the folk from the provinces, 
who, younger and more accustomed to 
primitive life, prove better qualifed to bear 
oppressive conditions.

Very often one cannot down the impres- 
sion that the disproportion between insuf- 
ficient supply and demand is unnecessarily 
avymented by the badly working plan for 
distribution. Seeing what quantities are 
being produced, regardless of demand, and 
which do not find purchasers in spite of 
the enormous want of goods, one’s respect 
for the line of planning? does not grow. At 
the same time, {ft is touching to observe 
how the desire not only to come up to the 
status of other countries but to surpass 
them shows itself in fabrications of trifles 
—especially striking “by the showy outside 
packing. 

Foreign countries at present take an ex- 
tremely important place. Even formerly, 
foreigners were not liked in Russia, and this 
has not changed. . Foreign money, however, 
was.in high demand; this has not changed 
either. Special hotels and stores have been 
opened for foreigners, where none but these 
can buy. They must pay with their home 
curreficies. This is depressing for the for- 
eigners, irritating for the natives and not 
exactly worthy of a government wroth when 
its communistic principles are doubted. This 
situation makes one divine financial trouble 
which must be greater than is announced.

valuable timber in the Knysna forest 
having been cut down, the reason for 
their existence is gone. On the Gov- 
ernment rolls as licensed woodcut- 
ters in the Government reserves there 
are now only 300 names. No new 
names have recently been added, since 
each year the number of trees to be 
sold by the Forest Department is de- 
creased. The trees are numbered by 
officials and each year the forest men 
gather to inspect them and draw lots 
for them. They have to pay for the 
trees, of course, and there is an ele- 
ment of chance which appeals mightily 
to the veteran woodcutters. If all 
their trees are perfect, then they can 
obtain good prices. But there is al- 
ways a risk of rot, bad heart and poor 
color. 

The trees that they have cut for 
nearly a century, these sturdy, recluses 
of English, Scottish and Dutch ances- 
try, are the enormous yellowwood and 
stinkwood trees, the timber from 
which is so valuable in many phases of 
commerce. The men perform Hercu- 
lean feats of labor in the hot, moist 
forests where elephants still roam. 
When a great tree comes crashing 
down—it is estimated that it takes 
2000 years to grow the largest speci- 
mens—the woodcutter pro- 
ceeds to convert it into tim- 
‘ber on the spot. And often 
planks arrive at the Knysna 
factories looking as though 
they had been planed by ma- 
chinery. 

The spell of the forests is 
strung on these men and 
there are many stories told 
around the camp fire in 
proof of it. The city dwell- 
er feels as though he were 
facing a sinister and mys- 
terious presence when he 
steps out of the sunlight into 
the maze of creepers, ferns 
and trees.

The Intransigeant, an 

influential Paris newspa- 

per, determined to make a rein- 

vestigation of the Nourric case a few 

davs ago and set to work. About the 

first thing it discovered was that the 

Arts and Metiers Laboratory disa- 

vowed Bavle’s report and his state- 

ment that it had approved his find- 
ings. 

“From the technical standpoint, 
Bayle’s report simply doesn't exist,’ 
declared Prof. Dantzer, chief of the 
laboratory. ‘It is true that someone 
from Bayle’s laboratory came here 
with two handkerchiefs and talked 
with Monsieur Roerich, chief of our 
cotton fiber service. Monsieur Roerich 
made some offhand remarks about ap- 
parent similarities, but never dreamed 
that they would be taken as a formal! 
report from us. 

“We didn't even make the sim- 
plest scientific tests to confirm these 
similarities, and we don't take the 
slightest responsibility for the use 
made of those vague remarks, I find 
that a large part of Bayle’s report was 
utterly incomprehensible.” 

So it was on a report like this that 
three persons were sent to Devil's Is- 
land for life. Prof. Dantzer does not 
explain why he waited so long to make 
this revelation except to imply that he 
had never carefully examined Bayle’s 
report until the newspaper brought it 
to his attention. But now that he has 
made it, the State’s.case against the 
Nourrics obviously falls down. The 
Bayle report was the keystone of the 
prosecution. 

Desprez, the collector, worked for a 
small bank that handled installment 
accounts, and on the day he disap- 

peared he had made a round among 
homes in a rather isolated section 

of the Paris suburb of Nogent- 
sur-Marne. He failed to return 
from this round and the po- 
lice traced him as far as 
the Nourric home, where 
all trace vanished. 

As the aged collector 
was of good reputa- 
tion, it was as- 
sumed that he had 

been murdered, 
but when _ six 
weeks had passed 
and still no trace 
of his body had 
been found, the 
police began to 
discredit the 
murder theory 
and take up the 
belief that, like 
many other 
missing collec- 
tors, the aged 
Desprez had ab- 


sconded with the day’s collections. 

Then the body, tied up in a sack, 
was washed ashore by the river. The 
Marne flows several hundred yards 
below the Nourric home, and Nourric 
had been seen with a pushcart in this 
vicinity at about the time Desprez was 
supposed to have disappeared. A few 
days later Nourric was arrested on this 
evidence and his home searched, the 
quest resulting in discovery of the five 
handkerchiefs similar to the one in the 
slain man’s mouth and a piece of rope 
similar to one with which Desprez had 
been bound. 

Desprez had been robbed of about 
$300 and when the case came to trial 
the State tried to show that immedi- 
ately after his murder Nourric had 
become affluent. Beyond this, how- 
ever, the State's case was weak to a 
marked degree. Nourric and _ the 
others denied everything and their 
lawyers—they had retained two of the 
most successful criminal lawyers in 
Paris to defend them—-seemed to be 
getting the better of the argument 
until Bayle was put on the stand with 
his report on the handkerchiefs. 

Bayle was the forty-fourth and last 
State witness, and when he began to 
speak in his cold, assured, scientific 
way, all the others were forgotten

A “this material consists of two 
red threads followed by four 
white ones, but between the forty- 
seventh, which was red, and the fifty- 
first thread also red, there are only 
three white ones instead of four.

“I must explain to you that this 
material is woven in pieces 100 meters 
long, which make 180 handkerchiefs. 
You may say that this error in -the 
weaving will also be found in the other 
174, which is true, but there is another 
damaging coincidence. These are cheap 
goods, with raw edges, sold in lots of 
six. The purchaser hems them herself, 
and I have discovered by microscopic 
examination and measurements that 
the one tied around Desprez's head and 
the other five were hemmed on the 
same sewing machine, with the same 
make and weight of thread. Sewing 
machines space differently and tie dif- 
ferently. There are many makes of 
thread and many sizes in all makes, 
but the threads used on these six hand- 
kerchiefs was absolutely identical. I 
even studied the fibers to make sure 
of that,’’ and the super-detective con- 
tinued along this line of damning com- 
parisons. 

“And there is still another strange 
similarity between these six handker- 
chiefs—the twelfth thread, a white 
one, is one size larger than all the 
other red and white threads."

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Since the Artists’ Guild exhibition 
the name and the paintings of Joseph 
Jones have become somewhat more fa- 
miliar in St. Louis art circles. Three 
of his works have just been on view 
for a month at the no-jury show of 
the Independent Artists of St. Louis 
now closing in the old Courthouse. 
And one of these, a portrait hung in 
the main rotunda, has attracted even 
more favorable attention than did the 
prize-winning work at the Guild. 
Artists of St. Louis, whether success- 
ful or just starting on the road they 
hope will some day lead to ‘‘arrival,’’ 
are awakening to the fact that in 
Jones they have a talented fellow trav- 
eler and a formidable contender for 
honors in any modern exhibition. It 
is disconcerting to some of the acade- 
micians to discover that this rival is 
a 22-year-old house painter, who never 
went to art school a day in his life or 
had what might be called a lesson in 
portrait painting from any instructor. 


ONES became a house painter at 

14, when, upon graduation from 

grammar school, he found it neces- 
sary to help support himself and a 
large family of brothers and sisters. 
He learned the trade as an apprentice 
under his father, also a house painter, 
and has made it a means of getting a 
livelihood since that time. 

It was only three years ago that he 
became a painter in so far as pictures 
are concerned. He says it was the 
outgrowth of a childhood urge to draw 
pictures of people. He got into the 
habit of sketching outlines on the side 
of a house and then filling them in, 
but soon had to give up that amuse- 
ment because it took up too much time 
that employers were paying for. Then 
he began trying to visualize pictures as 


he slashed away at an expanse of 


weather boarding. At the end of the 
day or on Sunday he would try to ex- 
ecute some of these imaginary designs 
on canvas. It fascinated him. He found 
in a brush and a few tubes of oil- 
colors an enchanting world of adven- 


ture and discov- 
ery.

his original capital. 
Back from Califor- 
nia, Jones went to 
work as a_ house 


painter and has been at it ever since, 
living in a literal world of paint, living 
by house painting and for portrait 
painting. The California venture has 
constituted the sum total of his world 
travel. There are two more trips he 
yearns to make. One to Chicago to 
see what they’ve got in the Art Insti- 
tute and one to New York to spend a 
week or two in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum. These errands taken care of, 
he thinks he will be very well satisfied 
to stay in St. Louis. He cherishes no 
ambition to ‘‘go East’’ to paint—‘‘like 
a lot of those art school people.” 

“Tf there’s anything that galls me,” 
Jones declares, ‘‘it's the way they go 
to Gloucester or some place and copy 
somebody and then come back here 
talking down to us who have stayed 
here and painted what we saw in na- 
ture in St. Louis. 

‘‘Nature in St. Louis is as good as 
nature anywhere else, and if an artist 
has anything to say he can say it here 
as well as anywhere. Enough fish- 
ing smacks have already been painted 
anyway. 

“T never did think much of art 
school. When I started painting a lot 
of people told me I ought to go out 
there for environment. They said I 
ought to meet students from richer 
families and get to know some of the 
professors. I'm glad now I didn’t go. 
I believe that if I had gone it would 
have killed everything I did have that 
was worth while. Anyway, when I 
set out to paint a picture now I don't 
have to remember a lot of rules. I 
don’t have to say, ‘Nature, you are a 
liar; so-and-so told me to do it this 
way or that way.’ I am painting to 
please myself.”’ 

A thorough modernist is Jones. He 
says he didn’t think much about going 
in for art until he had his first look 
at a modern exhibition about three 
years ago. Modernism seemed to offer 
an opportunity for free expression. It 
chucked overboard all the old rules 
and restrictions of the academicians 
and said, ‘“‘Paint what you see in the 
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way you see it.’’ It permitted bold, 
sweeping outlines and a disregard for 
details of texture. It asked for sim- 
plicity and strength. 

There was one other influence, too, 
that spurred the youthful house paint- 
er to bring canvas as well as weather- 
boarded walls under the sweep of his 
brush. That influence was Harry 
Mathes, now a painter in New York. 
Mathes was manager of a shoe store 
on South Broadway and had a studio 
and living quarters in a back room. 
There, when employment was slack, 
Jones used to hang around. He re- 
lates that a lot of trade walked out 
of the store while he and Mathes were 
in the back room talking about art. 
Mathes, he says, taught him to see 
things. Mathes could see a picture any- 
where he looked. He fired the eager 
pupil with ideas. 


HEN a group of younger artists 
V\ started a “Little Bohemia’’ 
here in the neighborhood of 
the old Blue Lantern Inn on Com- 
mercial alley, Jones joined the 
“colony” and opened his first stu- 
dio on the second floor of an old ware- 
house. Subsequently, he had a stu- 
dio in an office building at DeBaliviere 
and McPherson avenues. His present 
studio is in a garage building in the 
rear Of 4490 Lindell boulevard. Here 
Jones and his wife—he was married 
last fall—make their home. It is a 
quiet, secluded spot and the views of 
housetops, chimneys, lawns and the 
Cathedral dome—all visible from the 
garage windows—are fine for an artist 
who can see pictures with as little 
trouble as Jones has in seeing them. 
He paints rapidly and with a certainty 
that staggers many older painters. All 
available wall space in his studio is 
covered with portraits, nudes, land- 
scapes, industrial views and flat deco- 
rative pieces. They are all practice 
pieces, Jones says. Every new picture 
is a new experiment. He is working 
out his own manner of expression, un- 
hampered by traditions.

King George was able to meet these 
deficits out of a fund created for 
such emergencies. Thus in three 
years he paid out of his own pocket 
the sum of $610,000, to serve the 
British as their monarch. After that 
his only recourse to meet the annual 
deficits was to draw on his capital, 
since he did not feel that he could ask 
the hard-hit British taxpayers for an 
increase in his civil list allowance. 

Accordingly, in August, 1921, the 
Duchy of Lancaster (Application of 
Capital Moneys) bill came before Par- 
liament. Its object was to enable the 
duchy—in other words, King George— 
to raise on a mortgage the sum of 
$500,000 and to use the proceeds as 
revenue. This meant reducing the Brit- 
ish monarch’s personal income from 
the duchy at least .$25,000 a year. 
There was no other way out, save the 
placing of the personal jewels of the 
Queen and himself on the market. 

Parliament promptly gave its assent 
to the bill, and thus King George tided 
over the worst post-war period of high 
prices. Since then the King and the 
Queen have ‘‘made ends meet” by dras- 
tic personal economies and by running 
the

Through some fate there is a curi- 
ous parallel between the ill-fortune 
that has overtaken Bayle’s prestige, 
and the bad luck of his predecessor, 
Alphonse Bertillon, at the height of 
the latter's career. 

At the great Dreyfus treason trial in 
1895, Bertillon, star witness for the 
State, testified positively that Dreyfus 
had written the document on which the 
prosecution hinged, not because the 
handwriting was so similar, but be- 
cause it was so different! 

In summing up his case the public 
prosecutor ignored Bertillon's testi- 
mony, declaring it was incomprehensi- 
ble and asked the courtmartial to de- 
pend on its own judgment of the sim- 
ilarity of handwriting.
